AND  THE  MUCH  DELAYED  STORM  OVERFLOW  AT  GrOBY  HAS  BEEN  COMPLETED. 

The  Twycross  Scheme  has  been  commenced  although  it  is  regretted 
THAT  APPROVAL  WAS  NOT  GIVEN  TO  THE  FULL  PROPOSAL.  THE  NaILSTONE 

and  Stapleton  Schemes  have  not  yet  been  commenced. 

As  HAS  BEEN  POINTED  OUT  IN  PREVIOUS  REPORTS,  THE  GREAT  NUMBER 
OF  NEW  HOUSES  AND  CONVERSIONS  HAVE  CAUSED  THE  EXISTING  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL
